A physician who has studied1'the small 


economies of life" tells how the jellies 
which soir.c bakers -put into their tarts 
and jolly cakes are made.

The 
directions arc as follows: Take four quarts 
of water and half a pound of alum;'boil 
two minutes; add thirty-two pounds of 
white sugar; boil flvo minutes longer; 
strain while it is warm (and the hotter it 
is the easier) through u coarse towel; when 
nearly cold, add two ounces of acetic acid 
and one-halt a pound of real currant jeliy. 
When cool, pack it in tumblers and label 
with a picture of a currant bush and a. 
child picking currants. If you desire a 
vanilla, jelly, add in place of the currant 
jam four twenty-five cent bottles of the 
extract of vanilla, and stir in when nearly 
cold. If yon desire strawberry jam, pre- 
pare the alum and sugar as before, and 
add halt a pint of the essence of siraw- 
berry; or, if lemon is desired, add essence 
of lemon. You can make what you like 
with these proportions of alum and water. 
This is the way to make the grocers' jelly 
and the jam that is placed Oh tarts in I lie 
confectioneries" and the bakeries.—l-joston 
He-raid.
